1. DURING CALL ON KORNIYENKO ON ANOTHER SUBJECT 
FEBRUARY 19, 1 INFORMED HIM PER PARA 1 REFTEL. 

KORNIYENKO SAID HE HAD ASSUMED THERE WAS NO PROBLEM IN 
HAVING TELEX FACILITIES, BUT QUESTIONS WERE CODING 
FACILITIES AND PRESENCE OF SECURITY OFFICER. HE SAID HE 
HOPED THEY COULD GET ANSWERS SOON. (COMMENT: ORIGINAL 
PRESENTATION BY KOMPLEKTOV DID NOT RAISE SECURITY 
OFFICER AS QUESTION BUT AS ITEM OF INFORMATION. WE 
ASSUME DEPARTMENT HAS NO PROBLEM WITH SECURITY OFFICER 
CONCEPT.) 

2. REGARDING SECOND PARA REFTEL, TELEX FACILITIES CAN 
BE MADE AVAILABLE AT MOSCOW EXHIBITION AREAS FOR U.S. 
MANAGEMENT AND/OR EXHIBITORS AND IN THEORY ARE ALSO 
AVAILABLE ELSEWHERE. RESIDENT U.S. BUSINESSMEN HAVE HAD 
NO DIFFICULTY IN ARRANGING FOR INSTALLATION TELEX 
EQUIPMENT IN LOCAL OFFICES BUT HAVE NOT SOUGHT TELEX 
FACILITIES BETWEEN MOSCOW AND REMOTE WORK SITES, ALTHOUGH 
PULLMAN MAY WISH TO DO SO IN NEAR FUTURE. SO FAR, 

TELEX MACHINES LOCATED IN EMBASSY AND BUSINESS OFFICES 
HAVE PRESENTED NO PROBLEMS COMMUNICATING FROM SOVIET 
UNION. 
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
